Applicant contended, inter alia, that: (1) the core element 12 of Teichert is not movable inside the conduit 54 because the 
core 12 is secured to the fitting 54 as described in line 66 et seq., column 5; (2) the conduit sections of Adams are not 
shortened because the spring 20 pushes the conduit away; and (3) Fig. 4 of Glover shows that the conduit sections are 
shortened, however, the shortening is not caused by the spring.
